SENATORIAL. 
NEAR TO VICTORY. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Jan. 16.—( Special. ]—Gov. 
Cullom came within an ace of winning today, 
and unless ali signs fail will be elected tomor- 
row as the next United States Senator from Iiii- 
nois. His election today was defeated by two 
Republican members of the House, either ove 
of whom could have chahged the result. The 
failure to elect today necessitates a joint ballot 
tomorrow. The Kepublicans have 108 votes. In 
case everybody is present and voting, it will re- 
quire 103 votes to elect. Crafts, of Cook, the 
Democratic member from the Seventh Sena- 
torial District, was absent today at the bedside 
of a dying child, and is altogether likely to be 
abseat tomorrow. This reduces the combined 
membersbip of the two Houses to 206, ot which 
Io constitute a majority. Three Republicans— 
Senator George E. Adams, of Cook, and Repre- 
sentatives David Rankin, of Mercer, and W. H. 
Emerson, of Fulton—kicked out of the traces to- 
day and declined to vote. No matter whether 
they kick or not tomorrow, the Republicans will 
stin bave 105 votes at their command, ar 
three more than a majority, in case 
Crafts is still absent. Sbould Crafts return, they 
will still Bave a leeway of two votes, and Shelby 
M. Cullom will be elected to take bis position by 
the side of John A. Logan in the United States 
Senate. 

The backbone of the bolt was virtually broken 
at 30’clock this morning. The collapse was due 
to several causes. In the first place the boiters 
suspected each other, and to a certain extent 
worked at cross purposes. in the second place 
the majority of them lacked sand. Ia the third

Parish, in a statement to Tus Tino 
correspondent this afternoon, says he became 
convineed yesterday, when Senator Hunt and 
Ike Morrison refused to join them, that any- 
thing they might do would only make the whole 
business a ridiculous farce. Hunt and M 
were the leading legal authorities on whom the 
bolters depended to upbold them in their posi-

ENFORCING THE CONSTITUTION, 

I sbail urge upon the General Assembly the 
passage of legisiaunen necessary for We carry- 
ing into effect of the provisions of the Consti- 


tution of the State, The benefits of some of the f 


most salutary sections of that instrument have 
people because of a 
fuilure of the Legislature to pass the laws 
needed for its compiete enforcement. The care 
bestowed by tne convention ia framing the Con- 
stitution, and the large majority of Votes cast 
for it when before the people for adoption, 
should have inspired their representatives in 
the Assembly to prompt action in passing the 
measures needed to give it full effect. Par- 
ticulariy sbould this bave been dove since the 
iustrument itself enjoins the lature 
so to do, and their official oaths 
pledge them to its suppors, obedience, and de- 
tense. When the people adopted the Constitu- 
tion they sanctioned its wisdom. It then became 
the supreme law of the Btate, and the bighest 
exposition of the will of the people, ascertained 
in thé most suc way known .to democratic 
Governments. It does net become the repre- 
sefitative people te question or evade such law. 
Their singie duty ia to obey it. 

Some sections of the Constitution from which 
the most good was expected and the most could 
be secured have as yet yielded no measure of 
benetitor left any visible effect. This is par- 
ticularly true of Art. ‘ regulating 
railroad and canal companies. By tacit 
consent a construction of that article bas been 
acquiesced in by which the great corporate 
bodies of the State dave escaped its limitations 
and been exempted from its provisions. They 
bave violated: it constantly, deflantiy, and fla- 
grantly. The people are entitled to have at 
least a fair trial made of their ability te bring 
the vast corporauons they have created and 
+ epee under their just regulation and con- 
trol. 

ANTI-MONOPOLY,. 

This leads me te say that, in my judgement, 
there is much to be done in the way of legislation 
to prevent the power ot corporations trom becow- 
ing too vast and irresponsible. are a new 
element iu our moderncivilizadona. They have 
outgrown the most sanguine expectadon in 
their development, and have imtroCuced new 
evils as well as new benefitsinte our system. 
Their .intluence bas extended itself into almost 
every department of business and life. Their 
motions not only affect great centres of money 
and trade, but the aliputest affairs of individuals 
are affected by their caprice. Thousands of 
laborers look to them for employment, and de- 
pend ulone upon, their determination for the 
measure of hire; prigas of necess too, are 
often regulated by their will. All this is an ex- 
hibition of power uot coatemplated in their crea - 
tion, which bad iu view solely the public 
interest and general good. The existence of 
such a power in any Combination of men is to 
be deplored and, If possible, prevented, or at 
least regulated or controtied. people, | am 
convineéd, ask for fotimg upreasonable if 
their fundamental law is a repression of their 
demands. It is thesworn duty of the Assembly 
and all in authority t protect end defend the 
charter of the people's rights. 

TELEGRAPHIC CONSOLIDATION. 

Competing telegraph companies bave con- 
solidated in open violation of the law and to tne 
public. detriment. Citizens of the Common- 
wealth have recently invoked the interposition 
of the State authboritiesto prevent the contia- 
uance of this flagrant wrong. It is to be hoped 
the proceedings thus Inaugurated will result in 
the vindicadog of the Constitution estab- 
ligh adequately its powers. Corporate lawlessness 
must be made as amenable to punishment as 
personal lawiesness.

The 
present spasm of resolution in the Council 
will also probably give way to indifference 
or forgetfulness, ahd that will be the end of 
it all—until Chieago has one of these horrors. 


CoAL began to nne in price when the 
manufacturing industries entered weir re- 
cent depression. The companies that control 
the business can produce 3,000, 000. While 
the market at its best can absorb but 
30,000,000 of tons a year An open 
break in prices was “threatened,” as the 
coal companies say when there is a prespect 
of cheaper coal. This bas been averted by a 
suspension of work half the time, beginning 
this week and confinuing until all danger 
that coal will be too plenty and too cheap has 
passed away. The coal corporations thus 
decide what their miners shall have to do 
and shall be paid, and how much of the coal 
placed by the Almighty in the coalfields of 
Pennsylvania shail be mined, and what 
the public shall pay for it. The moment the 
natural conditions of trade tend to make 
fires an easier luxury for the people to ob- 
tain these men interfere. They make work 
scarce for their laborers and coal scarce for 
the public. Their control over the coal- 
fields, the coal-miners, and the coal-users is 
complete and despotic. Coal is dear because 
it is in the hands of a monopoly, and this 
monopoly is one of the stoutest buttresses of 
the tariff iniquities which we are now told

Tur two Houses of tiie Illinois Legislature 
yesterday voted separately for United States 
Senator. Gov. Cullom received 30 votes in 
the Senate and Gen. John M. Palmer got 20. 
In the House, owing to the abstention from 
voting of Representatives Rankin and Emer- 
son and the absence of a Democrat, the vote 
was a tie, each candidate receiving 75 votes. 
Senator Adams, of Cook County, dodged the 
vete. The result of yesterday’s ballot as- 
sures the election of Gov. Culiom on the first 
joint ballot teday, and demonstrates 
the absurdity of the claims made by 
the klekers,“ who prophesied that the de-

PRINCE NAPOLEON'S MANIFESTO. 

That the path of the French Republic is 
not strewn with roses is a well-recognized 
fact, and for months past there has been a 
growing feeling that trouble was in store for 
Franee. The President of the Republic, M. 
Grévy, does not command the respect either 
of the leaders of public opinion in the legis- 
lative chambers, of the press, or of the peo- 
ple, and is generally looked upon as little 
bettér than a makeshift. The constant 
changes which have oecurred in the Cabinet 
and the inability of any Government to re- 
tain office otherwise than by sufferance have 
disheartened the friends of republicanism 
and led them to anticipate coming trouble. 
Two weeks ago France had one man to 
whom to tura, but today the grave holds all 
of Gambetta save the memory of his public 
services and his dauntless struggles on be- 
half of freedom. 

The expected trouble has come, and, as 
usual, a Bonaparte is at the bottom of it. 
Prince Napoleon, the son of Jerome Bona- 
parte, and cousin of the late Emperor, has 
declared war against the Republic. This man, 
who began public life as the reddest of Red 
Republicans, and who took his seat in the 
Constituent Assembly of 1548 at the top of 
the “mountain,” has again shown his 
treachery and treason. He accepted office 
under his cousin, became a Prinee of the 
Empire, and was given high military com- 
mand, only to abandon his post when dan- 
ger threatened. His poltroonery gained him 
the contemptuous sebriquet of Plon- 
Pion,” and his personal cowardice was 
shown ꝓy his refusal to accept the challenge 
of the Duc d’Aumale, who defended the honor 
of the Orleanists against Prince Napoleon’s 
attack. Plon-Plon coquetted with the Rad- 
icals under the Empire while dependent 
upon the favor of his cousin for his honors 
and wealth, andtoday he is found ready to 
stab the Republic which has allowéd him 
un wisely the privilege of asylum. 

Prince Napoleon goes about his work of 
treason in the Napoleonic style. Yesterday 
he caused to be published in a Parisian 
paper and placarded on the walls of the Cap- 
ital a manifesto attacking the Republic. He 
alleged that it had failed in its mission, that 
it had degraded the army and rained the 
finances of the country, and that religion and 
good government alike suffered un der 
it. Considering that Plon-Plon is generally 
known as an extreme free-thinker, if not an 
atheist, there is @ refinement of hypocrisy 
about his solleitude for the church, while 
personal experiences in connection with sol- 
dicring hardly qualify him to speak for the 
army. ile does not arraign the Government; 
he attacks the Republic. Deliberately, hav- 
ing, as he says, taken advice as to the form of 
his manifesto, he issues a proclamation 
which cannot be considered in any other 
light tharf as a direct incitement to rebellion, 
and yet he claims to be within the law. 


Government has taken prompt steps to deal 
with this latest Pretender, but that its action 
has been most emphatically indorsed by the 
legislative body. In the face of threatened 
danger minor differences have been swept 
away. Prince Napoleon was arrested and 
lodged in jail, and the Government announces 
that his case will be properly dealt with by 
the tribunals. Inthe Assemb/¥ the action of 
the Government was approved by a vote of 
417 to 89, while urgency was declared for u 
motion prohibiting tlie residence in France or 
Algeria ot any member of the dynas- 
ties . which have ruled France in. the 
past. This is as it should be, and 
‘it is to be heped that the French Govern-

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STORM SIGNAL OF A PROTECTION ORGAN. 

When the present session of Congress was 
about to begin we warned the Republican 
majority to make good use of the ninety days 
which gave the last opportunity to better 
their record and to effectuate in legislation 
the demands of their constituents and the 
country at large for reform. Nearly half of 
the allotted time has gone by and the House 
that has the prerogative ot originating reve- 
nue legislation has not yet begun the eonsid- 
eration of the all-important question of the 
reduction of taxation and the abolition of 
tariff monopolies. 

It is confidently predicted not only by the 
attorneys of interests that claim vested aud 
proprietary rights in the maintenance of the 
present high taxes, but by other observers 
of lung experience in Washington ways, that 
there will be no change in the tariff. If 
necessary, the two Houses will be brought 
into collision on the question of prerogative. 
The people have been elbowed out of the 
Capitol for weeks by the boldest, loudest 
lobby that ever clamored for special taxation 
on the people or resisted the cure of an 
abuse. This lobby demands that no taxes be 
reduced and that many be increased, It has 
prevailed on all points with the Ways and 
Means Committee. If it is to prevail with 
the Republican majority that controls the 
Ilouse the Republican party has already lost 
the Presidential election of 1881. 

The Republican President recommends a 
reduction of taxation. The Republican See- 
retary of the Treasury and the Republican 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue urge it. 
TheRepublican Tariff Commission of Protec- 
tionists (sic) recognized, though unwilling- 
ly, the necessity for lowering taxes, The 
October and November elections thundered 
far it. It is hard to see how the Republican 
party can be saved in 1884 from a repetition 
of the disaster of 1882 but by the passage of 
such a measure of relief as shall meet the de- 
mands of taxpayers and forestall revenue 
reform by the Democrats. The Republicans 
control this Congress. The Democrats con- 
troi the next. If the Republicans do not re- 
duce taxation the Democrats will. The par- 
ty that kept the taxes up will never carry the 
day against the party that put them down. 

The danger that threatens the Republicans 
is extreme, and but forty days remain in 
which to avert it. Even so ullra an advo- 
eate of the phlebotomistie theory of bleeding 
ten taxpayers for the benefitof one as the 
New York Tribune, ultra protectionist, has 
taken the alarm. It utters the following 
warning in its issue of the 15th: 


What good reason can the Republican party 
give, if it refuses to make reductions recom- 
mended by the Tarif?’ Commission? it caunot 
guy that it knows better what would be well for 
the wool manufacturer than Mr. Hayes, or better 
what would be well for the iren manufacturer 
than Mr. Oliver. That kind of claim would 
bardiy have weight with fair-minded and intel- 
ligent voters. Neither can it pretend that as to 
the general need of protecting American indus- 
try us a whole it is more earaest or more in- 
formed than this commission, or vetter able to 
judge what measures are expedient that 
end. When opponents of protection aaser they 
now do, that the tarif in its present form ts nw 
lune upheld because it is needful er even useful for 
the protection of industry, but that chanyes are now 
resisted solely for the maintenance of oppressive 
monopolies which have grown up under that sya- 
tem, what have the Republicans to reply? They can 
affirm with truth hat the party has no such am; 
tat it has no other desire than to promote, ot rer 
en, and build up American industry and de end 
American labor. But how much weight will its 
assertion have in contrast with its refusal to 
make changes which the commission bas pro- 
nounced for the permanent Interests of labor 
and of industry? 

This is not all. A Senate committee led by Mr. 
Morrill, the father of tne protective tariff, bas 
reported a bill substantially embodymg in the 
main the propositions of the Tariff Commis- 
sion. This bill would reduce the revenue 
from customs about $45,040,000—namely: on 
cotton, 84.68 1.000; iron and steel, $5,300,000; silks, 
$3,487,000; wool and wooiens, ; mo- 
jasses, $6,500, 000; sugar, inland 
transportation and other charges, $5,400,000; and 
other items, $6,286,000. No man living can claim 
to bea more ardent and devoted friend of the 
American system than Mr. Morrili, nor bas any 
living man taken a larger or more influential 
part in the framing and adoption of the protect- 
ive tariff. His colleague next on.tbe committee, 
Mr. Sherman, is another of those wbose earnest- 
ness and knowledge bave been most abundantly 
shown. But the modification which these 
gentiemen and their associates propose, believ- 
Ing that it would be beneticiai to industry. it is 
supposed that the Republican party may refuse 
to pass. Ou what ground? Can the party be- 
fore the country claimmg that Mr. Morrill and 
Mr. Sherman do not understand the subject, or 
that they are not earnest and sincere advocates 
ofa sound and genuine protection of industry? 


edo not agree with the New York Trib- 
une in its es, but when both the ultra- 
protectionist and the revenue reformers’ 
journals of the party unite in demanding a 
reduction of the tariff it is high time for the 
politicians to act.

HOW THE TARIFF SHOULD BE REDUCED. 
The tariff of the United States includes 
several thousand yarieties of protected arti- 
eles. That is, everything manufactured is 
protected, and thus the manufacturer of one 
article finds himself taxed upon all the other 
articles which he has te use in his industry. 
Every protetted industry, therefore, is sub- 
jected to a severe tax to protect other indus- 
tries. Therefore, it will be understeod why 
the manufacturers who are enjoying high 
protection and demand its continuance on 
the goods they produce are demanding a re- 
peai or reduction of the protective tax on all 
the other manufactured goods which to them 
are raw materials. A striking instance of 
this kind was shown in the debate in the 
Senate on Monday last, which, however, but 
iliustrates hundreds of other cases: There is 
an article now largely used by the cotton- 
print works of New England, which is a 
preparation of German burnt starch, and is 
called dextrine. It is used in all the cotton- 
print mills as a sizing. Senator Aldrich, of 
Rhode Island, whose constituents are 
engaged in the printing of cotton 
cloth, induced the Senate committee to 
reduce ‘the present duty, which is 
10 per cent. Whereupon the Senators 
from Maine protested. They represent 
starch factories, which they claim make nine- 
tenths of the starch in the country, and they 
claimed that it the duty on dextrine be re- 
duced the starch factories of these States 
would be ruined, would have to close their 
doors, and the starv laborers would be 
driven out te lowa and Illinois and become 
farmers in competition with these now en- 
gaged in growing corn. On the other hand, 
the reduction of the tax on dextrine was 
claimed to be necessary to prevent the cotton- 
print mills closing their doors and the Ameri- 
ean labor therein employed being discharged 
and forced to go out West and engage in rais- 
ing corn and hogs. The whole day was occn- 
pied in debating the question whether the 
cotton-print mills or the starch mills should 
be closed. ‘The starch milis are now pro- 


| tected by a tax on consumers of 114 per cent, 
and the manufacture of starch is now a

where one interest ig to obtain advantage 
over all others. 

The proposition is to reduce the tariff. Any 
intelligent man ought to know that the tar- 
iff is not to be reduced by the reduction of 
the tax on a few things and not on others; 
not by reducing the tax on dextrine and not 
on starch. ‘There should be a general redue- 
tion or repeal of all taxes on all the impor- 
tant articles which constitute the raw mate- 
rials of manufactured goods. ‘This would be 
a great relief to all manufacturers. Having 
done this, which would possibly be equiva- 
lent to a reduction of 15 to 20 per cent of the 
cost of producing manufactured goods in 
this country, then the protective tax might 
be redueed on all branches of manufacture 
alike. Each, in surrendering a percentage 
of the tax now levied for his own benefit, 
would be relieved of a like proportion of the 
tax now exacted of him for the benefit of 
others. There would be an immense reduc- 


tion of taxes to consumers, while the rela- 


tions of the manufacturers to each other and 
to the public would remain unchanged, This 
would bea rational mode of reducing the 
tariff, and would be wholly different from 
the scandalous proceedings now going on in 
Congress, where évery industry is seeking to 
be relieved of taxes on its own business, but 
insisting on continuing the taxes levied on 
all other business.

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THE PREVENTION OF CRIME. 

The aim of criminal laws and police vigi- 
lance is the prevention of crime. The pun- 
ishment provided for the thief and the mur- 
derer is not designed to satisfy any senti- 
ment of revenge entertained by society, but 
to deter the same and other persons from 
furtber criminal acts. The trouble is that 
this object of criminal prosecution is ignored 
for the most part by the persons who have 
been injured, the police to whom the protec- 
tion of the community is assigned, and the 
judiciary who are charged with the adminis- 
tration of the laws. This fact was brought out 
conspicuously by Mr. Felton, the Superin- 
tendent of the bridewell, in his late annual 


report to the Bridewell Commissioners. His 


points may be summarized to advantage if 
they shall be heeded by the Justices, the 
Judges of the Criminal Courts and Courts of 
Appeal, the Legislature, and the public. 

J. In the case of crime against property, 
the leading motive of the injured person is 
to regain possession of what has been stolen. 
In this selfish motive, the success of which 
is aiways ah encouragement to new crime, 
those who have been robbed are aided and 
abetted frequently by the detectives and po- 
lice, and sometimes by the magistrates. The 
statute prohibiting and punishing the con- 
donation of crime is almost a dead letter. 
Negotiation with thieves for the return of 
stolen property has come to be a regular and 
recognized, though always an illegitimate, 
business. In many instances the price of- 
fered for the recovery of stolen property is 
in excess of that which the thief is able to 
procure from the pawnbroker, the profes- 
sional “ fence,” or by the system of ex- 
changes which is in vogue between the 
thieves in different cities. This practice of 
trading with thieves ought to be abolished by 
the strictest enforcement of the laws against 
it. 

2. The custom Of changing the charges 
against apprehended eriminals from robbery 
or some other serious offense to a mere 
breach of the peace is almost equally de- 
structive of the purpose of governinent and 
law to prevent crini®.. A light fine is fre- 
quently imposed for a felony which should 
be visited with severe punishwent. A notori- 
ous case of this kind occurred a few days 
ago when a sandbagger was allowed to 
escape with a fine of $20, at a time when the 
safety of society demands that the utmost 
penalty of the law be meted out for this class 
of crimes. It is also a common practice to 
suspend the fine imposed on condition that 
the criminal quit the city within a certain 
time, atid the police are in the habit of driv- 
ing criminals and vagrants out of town by 
threatening arrests. All this is wrong be- 
cause a pursuit of the same system in the 
various large communities merely results 
in an exchange of eriminals, who have 
an advantage in following their law- 
breaking career because they are un- 
known to the police of the city 
where they take up their residence 
after beine driven from a community where 
they are known. Nocriminal was ever re- 
formed by this process. On the contrary, 
vicious associations are maintained in all 
communities, and thieves and vagabonds are 
encouraged to continue a lite of crime in the 
hope that a change of residence will be the 
only consequence. 

3. The law is defective in allowing easy 
change of venue and awarding fees to the 
Justices. A Justice of the Peace who is in 
the habit of administering severe sentences 
soon becomes known and obnoxious to the 
eriminals. When arrested and taken before 
such a Justice the criminals always take a 
change of venue to the nearest Justice,“ as 
provided by the law. The “ nearest Justice” 
in such cases soon acquires popularity 
among the ehronic offenders by light fines 
because his income is swollen by the number 
of cases he has under the fee system. Either 
the law regulating the change of venue 
ought to be amended or salaries should be 
substituted for fees in the eases where Jus- 
tices try criminal cases. It would be better 
if both these reforms could be provided, 

4. A few years ago a “professional crim- 
nals“ act was passed by the Lilineis Legis- 
fature, which was intended to enable the bo- 
lice to arrest as vagrants men and women 
known to them as criminals, and by sendmg 
them to the bridewell when they would not 
work to prevent them from committing 
the crynes which would surely follow if 
they were to remain at large. Under this 
act Mr. Felton says 1,186 vagabonds were 
sent to the bridewell, and proportionate 
amount of crime was prevented. Then “an 
eminent jurist” declared the law to be un- 
constitutional. Since that decision it has 
been a dead letter. Application was made 
to the Legislature to wake such amendments 
of the law as would render it constitutional, 
but opposition to this course was encoun- 
tered from the Representatives of those dis- 
tricts where the law had been sustained by 
the local Judges. The country districts 
were content, with the law as it stood, 
and indifferent to the exigencies of the 
great City of Chicago, where it had 
been set aside. The Mayor of Chicago, 
in 1877, when this law was enforced, 
declared it to be equal to the services 
of 100 policemen in the protection of life and 
property. The terms-are such that it does 
not threaten the innocent while it restrains 
the criminal class. An energetic elfort 
should be made in the present Legislature to 
secure such modification as may be necessary 
to meet the technical objection of Chicago 
Judges. 

5. Mr. Felton looks to- the revision of the 
criminal code in this State as the most etfect- 
ive means that can be adopted for checking 
crime. The certainty of punishment in case 
of guiltis the best preventive agency that 
can be adopted. This condition cannot be 
assured under a system which makes the 
people tie defendants ingtead of the prose-

A MONGTROVS TAX. 

In the tariff as proposed by the Tariff Com- 
missioners there is a provision for au in- 
crease of the duty on type-metal and new 
type to 25 per cent. This is, next to the tax 
on paper, a tax on Knowledge and instruc- 
tion. It is a tax on the cost of producing 
every newspaper and every book and pub- 


lication in tlie country, It is a wholly un- 


necessary tax, as is shown by the type- 
founders themselves. Mr. McKellar, the 


head of a Philadelphia type-toundry, was 


very active in his labors before the Tariff 
Commission as to the necessity of more tax 
on type and type-metal, and this gentleman 
in his own paper published a version of his 
argument before the commission. From 
this statement, thus vouched for by the rep- 
resentative of the type-founders, we make 
the following extract: 

Petitions for the removal of the duty had 
been got up by a foreigner in California, con- 
taining a tissue of ies and misrepresentations, 
and these were sent to country editors and 
signed by them in ignorance of their real char- 
acter. The protection was now 2% per cent ad 
valorem, which was much leas than the rate 
which type-founders had to pay for their raw 
material, lead, antimony, and copper. Ou lead 
thé duty was two cents a pound, or about 50 per 
eént ad valorem; on copper five cents a pound, 
and on antimony 10 per cent ad valorem. Then

Tin is free, lead and cop- 
per are American products, and antimony 
bears a tax of 10 percent. The only tax im- 
posed besides that on antimony is the protec- 
tive tax on copper and lead. 

The tax on type and type-metal is 25 per 
cent, and this gentleman, who speaks for the 
type-founders of the country, tells the Tariff 
Commission, and Congress, and the country 
that— 

If every duty were removed from all their 
raw materiais, so that they could meet the for- 
eigners on a fair footing, they would not care 
for the foreigu compet tion, even though they 
1 40 per cent more for wages than was paid 

Eogiand. 

Here is a frank statement that the pro- 
tective tax on raw lead and copper used in 
making type and type-metal is greater than 
the 40 per cent extra wages paid to American 
workmen, and that the protective tax on 
these articles levied in this country is a tax 
levied upon the mechanics and industry of 
this country for the exclusive benefit of the 
type-founders and the pauper labor of En- 
gland. The argument is practically true, 
and ought to be irresistible with Congress as 
a reason why lead and copper unmanufact- 
ured should be free, thus placing our manu- 
facturers on an equal footing with their com- 
petitors in England. ‘These are precisely the 
taxes which make our tariff so acceptable to 
the British manufacturers by excluding 
American manufactures from all the markets 
of the world. How profitable the business of 
type-founding is, despite these drawbacks of 
only 25 per cent bounty and a protective tax 
equal to 40 per cent additional wages, is 
shown by the returus made by this special

The plain and simple truth is, the tax 
ought to be repealed. The protective tax is 
a mere blind. It excludes the foreign type, 
fixes a minimum price on that type equal to 
the duty, and then the American manufact- 
2 can sell their type at a discount of 20, 

or 40 per cent, according to the cash 
nfeans of their customers. Notwithstanding 
the complaint of only W per cent protec- 
tion,” American type can be sold, and is 
often sold, at discounts below the price of 
foreign type of from 10 to 40 per cent. The 
tariff tax serves no other purpose than to 
furnish a margin in which manufacturers 
ean vary their discounts. 

The tax on type and type-metal is a fraud 
—so glaring that Congress ought to repeal it 
absolutely, making at the same time the raw 
materials used in type-manufacture also free. 

ANOTHER PENSION GRAB. 

The appropriation for pensions this year is 
only about $86,000,000, in addition to $17,- 
000,000 of last year’s unexpended balances. 
Next year it will be $100,000,000, It is now 
double the annual interest on the public 
debt. This showing dees not satisfy the 
claim agents or the patriotic Congressman 
with the “soldier vote” in his mind’s eye, 
It is especially unsatisfactory to the Con- 
gressiwan who has Confederate affinities, be- 
eause his Rebel soldier friends are excluded 
from the benefits. Hence the effort to en- 
large the pension burden on the taxpayers by 
$10,000,000 more per annum by the proposi- 
tion to enroll all persons who served thirty 
days or more in the Mexican war or any of 
the early Indian skirmishes. This would 
take in Confederate as well as Union sol- 
diers. A day has been fixed in the House 
for the consideration of this preposterous 
grab at the pocketbooks of the taxpayers, 
and such is the recklesness of Coneress in 
squandering the people's hard-earned money 
in pensions that its adoption will scarcely be 
a matter of surprise. 

In voting away ten millions a year in this 
Mexican business to men who have no 
claim upon the Government and are notin 
need of charity from any quarter Congress 
will rob 10,000,000 of the American people of 
a day’s labor each year, or 1,000,000 of work- 
ing men ot ten days’ labor every year. 
What theory of Government or morals 
will justify such a proeceeaing? What 


member of Congress who votes for such a 


measure will dare to put it in this light to 
the workingmen of his constituency when 
he shall come to appeal to them for reélec- 
tion? How willl any Northern Congressman 
be able to explain to a loyal constituency his 
support of a measure which is designed to

But the day is not 
far distant when all the survivors of the 
Union War will demand at least 
equal consideration with the volunteers 
in the little Mexican war at the 
hands of the Government. At the end of 
thirty-six years from the War of the Rebell- 
ion there will be at least to 600,000 
survivors and 250,000 to 300,000 widows of 
those who served in that War, for there 
were 1,500,000 nien who served more than 
thirty days in the struggle for the mainte- 
nance ot the Unlon Thus a precedent 
which is now to cost the Government 810 
000,000 a year will twenty years from now 
impose an extra tax of $100,000,000 a year in 
addition to the unprecedented pensions al- 
ready fastened on the taxpayer. 

If Congress shall continue to entertain 
these outrageous schemes ot plunder, urged

Panis, Jan. 16.—The Figaro publishes a mani- 
testo, professediy issued by Prinee Napoicoa 
(Plon Pion), criticising the present sitpa tion aad 
claiming the Napoieonic inheritence. The man- 
itesto was found placarded in several quarters 
of Paris. The Prince dwelis on the impotence 
and incapacity of the Government, the disunion 
in Parliament, and the decadence of the army 
and the finances, He declares that religion is 
attacked and the observance of the concordat 
can alone establish religious peace. The Prince 
rejeéts any compromise with the Royalists. He 
adverts to the plebiscite by which the Empire 
wae sanctioned. 

The mauifesto was at first regarded as a hoax. 
and many still doubt its genuineness. The Fi- 
garo bas been seized. If the mauiiesto is gena- 
fhe the Prince will bewrdered to quit France, 
and will be conducted to the frontier in the 
event of bis refusal. 

The manifesto was torn down by the police. 

Prince Napoteon was urrested this afternoon 
gi his residence by four ollicers and conducted 
tome Conciergerie. 

At the momeat of bis arrest Prince Jerome 
had just returned from a walk with four friends. 
Being decorated with the grand cross of the 
Legion of Honor. tue arrest warrant was signed 
by the First President of the Court of Appeal. 

Tue followers of Prince Victor condemn and 
Rouber approves the mauitesto. The Bouapart- 
fet Deputies hope that Prince Jerome will be 
treated harshiy in jail, as ne might become pop- 
ular if treated as a martyr. 

THE OFFICIALS. 

The police official, Clement, who arrested 
Prince Jerome, is the same officer who arrested 
Prince Napoleon at the house of Maurice Rich- 
ards in 1872. | 

Priuce Jerome was subjected to interrogatory 
by the Judge d' Instruction in his own house. 
Re acknowledged baying written the manifesto. 
He is charged with having committed the act 
of tending to change the form of government. 

The offense is a criminal ope, and punishable 
by getentlon in a fortress. 

Some search was made for incriminating 
documents, but nose were found. No seals 
were afllxed to the Prince’s papers. 

During the interview he covltiy smoked a 
cigaret, and asked permission to ordera car- 
riage to take necessaries with him. The re- 
quest was someWhat brusquely refused. There- 


_ uvon the Prince was conveyed in a coupé to the 


Conciergerie, accompanied by three policemen. 
Hu aide-de- camp was not allowed to accompany 
nim. 

THE SILI-POSTING. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Paris says: 
“ Prince Jerome's manifesto was piacarded in 
the provieces and also in the Fau- 
bourg Si.

Some of those who read 
the manifesto tore it down, while others 
laugned in contempt. It is estimated that 6,000 
uns were posted.

THE NEW YORK “ WERALD’S” ACCOUNT. 

Paris, Jan. 16.—(Speciai Cabie.]—A manifesto 
ef Prince Napoleon which appeared in the Fi- 
gare this morning was generally regarded as a 
mystification, and little importance was attached 
toltuntilit transpired that at 3 o’elock the 
Prince had been arrested. The secret of 
the publication of the document was 
woll preserved. It was issued from the printing 
office at balf-past 12. At lo clock men engaged 
for the purpose commenced posting it on the 
wails. As soon as the potice observed them 
a report “was made to the Prefect of 
Police, and orders were given to arrest the 
bill-stickers and tear down the placards. This 
did not prevent an enormous quantity from be- 
ing forwarded to the provinces or a large num- 
ber in the form of brochures being sold in tne 
kiosks. It is calculated that 100,000 placards 
and afliches were printed altogether. The gen- 
eral impression of those who read them 
was one of contempt or of indifference. 
The Couneil of Miniaters was convoked early 
this meraing on the report of the Prefect of 
Police. At first they were disposed to treat the 
matter lightly, but in the atterncon it was 
decided to arrest the Prince. At 8 o'clock be 
was taken into custody at his own house 
by M. Clement, Commissary of Police, and con- 
veyed ip a closed carriageto the depot. The 
Prince being a wearer of the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor, be will probably be brought 
for trial before the First Chamber of the Court 
of Appeal, this betha* the exceptional jurisdic- 
ion fixed by the law for its members. 

“THE pie I8 CAST.” 

The Prince’s house, No. 21 Avenue d’Anotin, 
was throoged with visitors up to the time of bis 
arrest. Every one calling was received.

The conduct of Priuce Napoleon is viewed 
with anything but general satisfaction by the 
Bovapartist party. The partisans of Prince 
Victor are said to be greatly irritated by it.

He immediately associated himseif with 
the extreme Democrats, who were then plotting 
agginst the Orleans Hi, and was ordered 
out of France. After t volution of Februa- 
ry, 1844 Prince Napoteon returned, and Corsica, 
en the strength of his name, elected him a mem- 
ber of the Constituent Assembly. He took his 
seat with the extremists of the Mountain. and 
pone could be more radical than this nephew of 
the great Napoleo:. and cousin of, the man who 
was afterwards to be Napoteon III. His views, 
however, underwent a change, aud in 1549 be 
whs appointed Minister Plenipotentiary at Mad- 
rid, but was gbortly recullod for having quitted 
his post without authority. 
UNDER THE EMPIRE. 

After the coup d'état he was made a French 
Prince, with a seat in the Senate and Couneil of 
State, Dec. 23,1553, and at the same time re- 
ecived the Grund Cross of the Legion of Honor 
and the rank of General of Division. In 1854 he 
was appo.mted to u command ia the expedition 
to the Crimea, and commanded an infantry di- 
vision of reserve at the batuesof Alma and 
Inkermann. On account of his sudden retire- 
ment from this post, iil-bealth bering the excuse, 
the sobriquet of Plon-Plon was given him by bis 
countrymen. Prince Napoieon is said to bave fur- 
nished information for a pamphiet reflecting on 
the conduct of the war, and commenting some- 
what tootreely on the deliberations of the coun- 
oil ot war which decided upon the Crimean ex- 

ition. Thourb it was immedtatety suppressed 
by order of me French Government, it was pub- 
lished at brussels, and was forthwith transiated 
into English. 

In 1855 Prince Napoleon was named President 
ot the Imperial Commission of the Universal 
Exhibition, and proved himself a zealous and 
efliicient member. In June, 148, be was placed 
at the head of the new Ministry for Aigiers ana 
the colonies, but speedily fesigned bis uppoint- 
ment. He mar the Princess Clotilde, daugn- 
ter of Victor Bmmanve!, afterward King of 
lraly, Jan. 90, 1858, by whom de has two sons, 
Napoleon Victor Jerome Frederick, born July 
18. 31862, and Napoleon Louis Joseph Jerome, 
born July 16, 1864, and one daughter, Marie Lé- 
titia Eugénie Catharine Adelaide. born Dec. 2, 
1666. In the Italian campaign of 1030 de com- 
manded the French army of reserve in the 
south of Italy, but was not engaged in any of 
the great battles. In fact, be shone most in 
command of the reserve forces, and 80 far as 
revorded was never under tire. 

lu the Senate in 1861 be made an attack upon 
the Orieans family, which was auswered with 
spirit by the Duc d Aumale. Prince Napoleon, 
to the disgust of a great pores of the French 
army. declined to accept the challenge sent bim 
by the Duke on that occasion, and was made the 
target for the winged arrows of ridicule by the 
eutire French press. In 1865 Prince Napoleon 
tell mio temporary disgrace with his imperial 
cousin, and resigned bis various appointments. 
The Empress Eugénie not only distrusted his 
sincerity, but disliked him personaly, and if she 
could have had her way would have expelled him 
from France. sat Napoleon III., himescif a born 
conspirator, Could never be brougut to consent 
to the exile of his cousin, and soon restored him 
to favor. During the latter days of the Empire 
Prince Napoieon renewed his coquetting with 
the Liberals. although still retaining his inti- 
mate connectivn with the Tuileries. In effect, 
be was the go-between of Napoleon III., and 
laid his plans to keep in with the court whiie 
bolding himeelf free to deal with even the most 
radical opponents of the Empire. e young 
Prince Imperial was but a sickiv boy, and Prince 
Napoteon cherished hopes tin the event of 
the lad's death he might be adopted iato the live 
of succession and named eas heir to the throne. 
He professed atheism in the salons of the phi- 
losophers, and talked domecracy with the popu- 
lar leaders. His reiations with his. wife were 
notoriousiy of the most unpleasant character, 
and gave rise to public scandal. it required ali 


the influence of the Emperor to avert a threat- 


eved separation. 
TRAVELS. 

During the American Civil War he visited the 
United States and fo the acquaintance ot 
President Lincoln. of Mr. Seward, and of several 
of the Federal and Coufederate Generals. 

In June, 1863, be visited Egypt in order to as- 
certain from personal observation the progress 
that was being made with the cabal across the 
Isthmus of Suez, and in the following year he 
delivered a speech in which he spoke in most 
hopefuiand flattering terms of M. de Lesseps’ 
celebrated scheme, and of the company that bad 
been formed for carrying it out. In 1868 he 
visited, it is betleved with a political object, 
Soutbern Germany, Austria, Hungary, Bohemia, 
the Danubian Prinocipalities, and Turkey in Eu- 
rope. 

On war being deviared with Prussia in July, 
1870, Prince Napoleon implored his cousin to 
appolot him ton military command. The Em- 
peror, however, deciined to do 80, on the piea 
that he might render more efficient service to 
Franee by accepting a confidential mission to 
Italy. where he could bring -bis personal influ- 
ence to bear on his father-in-law, King Victor 
Emmanuel. Accordingly he proceeded to Flor- 
— Dut failed to obtain the codperation of 

taly. 
A PRIVATE CITIZEN AGAIN. 

After the fall of the Empire he spent some 
months in Brussels and in otber continental! 
cities, but ultimately be ftixed his residence in 
Evgiand. In September. Iz. be made a flying 
visit to Prance, and the Kepublic did bim the 
honor to decree his banishment. 

In view of bis movement of today, a deciara- 
tion made May 13, 1875, by the Vulente Nationaie, 
Prince Napoleou's recognized organ, will be 
read with interest. This states: it the son 
of Na on III. were to die, Prince Nabolcon 
would never seek to restore the Empire for his 
own benefit. A third Empire, which might aim 
at the restoration of Priece Napoleon or bis 
nephew, would probabiy end in the St. Martin's 
Canal. It would be the end of the country. 
Moreover, we bave never doubted that France, 
eveu if directly consulied [chat is, by a pie- 
bisvite], would energetically pronounce in favor 
ofthe republican form, the most compatibie 
with the principie of universal suffrage.”

DETAILS CONCERNING THE DEATH OF MR. 
EMERSON OF DOSTON. 

Boston, Jan. 16.—The London Daily Nears of 
Jun. 4, which has just been received here, con- 
tains the following; 1 

Several weeks ago we stated that two mur- 
ders of white persons had taken place on that 
part of the coast of Madagascar where the 
French Government had refused to permit the 
Malugasy anttorities to land troops in support 
of their wuthority, We have now received from 
a correspondent the follow! detalis. dated 
South West Coast, Madagascar. t. M 1882: 

Messers. Emerson and Hulett, Amoricaus, of 
Boston, U. 8. A. who came via Natal, arrived at 
Morondava some months since, and, after trav- 
ed into the interior, from there came south to 
Nos Vey, where they procured the services of 
Mons. T. Parent, a French native of Bourbon 
wo bad been in Madagascar about seventeen 
years, and wus wel ucquainted with the lan- 
guage, to act as guide and interpreter. They 
left leur On the 9th inst., with the in- 
tention of proceeding to the Antands 
country. On the following day, about 
noon, they arrived at a wetering-place, 
where they rested for some time. They bere 
met with a number of Bara and Mahafaly 
people, who had a few cattle and were apparent- 

ou the wuy to the beach to sell the wattle at 

. Augustine's. They appeared quite friendly, 
and nothing hostile was observed in thelr man- 
ner. On resummg the journey they ed 
about buff a mile, and were uear some tamarind 
trees and bush when, without the Attest 
wurning, shots were tired, and Mr. Emerson. who 
was slightly in advance, fell shot in the breast 
and cied immediately. After this Out rushed 
about forty or fifty men (the same they bad seen 
at wateting-piace) With spcurs and 
attacked the wotiiers. beurers, eight 
or nine Antanos men carrying r- 
gage, threw down their packages and 
tied to the bush, one African 
(named Silicartke) getting killed with spears. 
Mr. Hulett, who happened to bea littie way be- 
bind, weat to an Autanos (Cravat), who was car- 
rving bis reveiver,but he was afraid to give it to 
Mr. Hulett, and advised bim tao run or be would 
ve certainly killed, as they were now alone, and 
whilst altercating a party of the natives came 
on them, so they turned and ran, the natives 
throwing spears, and Mr. Hulett and the An- 
tauos were wounded in the legs. After 
getting some distance the Antanos dropped the 
revolver, which Mr. Hulett recovered, 
and, although much exhausted, turned upon 
bis pursuers, who ‘thereupon went into 
the busb aud returned to the main body. Mr. 
Hulett, seeing that his feebie resistance would 
be of no avall, went of info the bush with the 
Antunos, and they did themseives till midnight, 
when they went back to a villawe they bad 
passed before on the journey up, and bired 
some peopie to carry them to Tullear, where 
they arrived on Monday evening, the llth inst... 
and where they now ure, b very ill in conse- 
quence of their wounds. A friend Of the Amer- 
jicans hired about twenty men, with whom he 
p ed to the scene of the murders, and 
found and recornized the dead bodies of Mesers, 
Emerson and Parent and the African, mutilated 
with Spear wounds.

IRON AND STEEL. 


President Jarrett and a deicgation of the of- 
ficials of the Awaigamated Society ot lron and 
Stee! Workers arrived here today, and were es- 
corted by several of the representatives of tne 
manufacturers ot iron and steel, under invita- 
tion of Representative McKinley, of Ohio, to 
the room of the Committee on Revision of the 
Laws. Au informal secret meeting was heid, 
and the matter of tariff revision as faras it re- 
lated to iron and steel thoroughly discussed. It 
wus agreed thut every one present should urge 
upon the members of both Houses the urgency 
of keeping up the present rates of duty, and 
with this object in view the delegates com- 
menced their lobby work. 

Manufactures of iron and steel from various 


laces in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and. 
Uinois were seen by your currespondent to- 


night, and their views on tne bill and prospects 
of its passage inquired into. General satisfac-

SOME FURTHER PARTICULARS OF CHANGES 
PROPOSED. 

WasarnoTon, D. C., Jan. 16.—The Tariff bill 
reported to the House today from the Waysand 
Means Committee is accompanied by a brief re 
port, covering only three pages of letter paper, 
which states that, in a matterinvolving so many 
distinct propusitions as a tariff bill, touching 
as they do existing investments of capital, the 
hope of unanimity of opinion in so large a com- 
mittee as that of the Ways and Means 
could not be entertaiped, and the pill 
is not a unanimous report of the com- 
mittee. Comparing the rates proposed by the 
Ways and Means Committee in this bill with the 
existing tariff rates, the following are perhaps 
the most important changes: 

The duty on iron is reduced on an average 
three-tenths of a eent per pound, and the great- 
est reduction in the metal schedule is in steel 
railway bars, from which about $11 per ton in 
duty are taken. 

Woolen manufactures are reduced nearly 10 

r cent on the average below the present rates. 

he Tariff Commission proposed a reduction of 
about 20 per cent. 

The duty on cotton manufactures will prob- 
ably average over two cents per square yard be- 
low the present rates. 

The rates on giass are not materially changed 
from those of the present laws, though many 
alterations have been mude in classification. 

The sugar rates were considerably reduced to- 
day, the cutting down being mainly in the low- 
est grades. Taking into consideration the 
changes in the provisions for “testinw,”’ the 
average rates are said to be lowered about 3 
per cent from existing duties. This schedule, 
us finally revised by the committee today. is as 
follows: “All sugar not above No. 15 Dutch 
standard in color shall pay a duty on their 
polariscope test as tollows—viz.: All sugars 
not above No. 8 Dutch standard in 
color, all tank-bottoms, sirups of cane-juice, 
or of beet-juice, melada, concentrated melada, 
concrete ur concentrated, molasses, testing by 
the polariscope not above 75 degrees, shall pay 
a duty of one-and tweuty-five bundreths of a 
cent per pound, and for every additional degree 
or frucion of degree shown by the polariscope 
test they shail pay four bundredths of one cent 
per pound additional. All sugars above No. 13 
Dutch standard in color suall be classitied by the 
Duteh standard wt color, and pay duty as fol- 
lows—viz.: All sugars above No. 13 and not 
above No. 16 Dutch standard. three cents per 
pound; all sugar above No. 16 and not above 
No. 20 Dutch standard. three and forty hun- 
dredths cents per pound; all sugars above No. 
20 Dutch standard, three and seventy-five hun- 
dredths cents per pound. 

Molasses testing not above 56 degrees by 
polariscope shall pay a duty of five cents per 
galion; molasses testing above 56 degrees shal! 
pay a duty of six cents per gallon; sugar drain- 
ings 20 per cent ad valorem. 

Sugar candies, not colored, five cents per 
pound; all other confectionery not specially 
enumerated or provided for in this act, made 
wholly or in part of sugar, and on sugars after 
being refined, when tinctured, colored, or in any 
way adulterated, valued at 30 cents per pound or 
less, 10 cents per pound; confectionery valued 
above 30 cents per pound, or when sold by the 
box, package, or otherwise than by the pound, 
50 per cent ad valorein. 

THE SUGAR TREATY. 

Secretary Foiger sent a letter to the Chairman 
of the House Foreign Committee on the subject 
of the Hawaiian treaty, in whieh he takes

ages ure greater than any disadvantages which 
hu ve been sribed.

The House Foreign Affairs Committee today, 
after bearing the reading of a communication 
of the Secretary of the sasury cxplanatory 
of the work of the Hawaiin treaty, by a 
majority vote authorized Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, 
to report to the House in favor of retaining the 
treaty, but ju a modificd form. Messrs. Blount 
and Belmont dissented from the report of the 
majority. Mr. Belmont stated that the Treasury 
Department rather than the treaty itself is now 
on trial, owing to the admission free of duty of 
sugars not contemplated by the treaty. 

BOPTLES. 

The bottle manufacturers before the Senate 
Committee on Finance today asked the adop- 
tion of the One-and-a-balf-cent rate per pound 
on green bottles. They represent that 108 tur- 
naces in the country have already drawn res. 
owing to the large imporiation of bottles, par- 
ticularly from Germany.

THE FALLS IN WINTER. 


Large Quantities of Ice Thuadering 
Over the Precipice—A Great Ice 
Bridge. 

Prosreor Hovuss, NIAGARA FALLS, Jan. 14.— 
The falls have again resumed a remarkable ap- 
pearance, au ice bridge having formed at noon 
today across the Niagara Kiver. The prevailing 
strong southwest winds yesterday and last night 
broke up the lake ice to such an cxtont that it 
came thuodering over the falls since early 
morning, crowding its way through the gorge 
below and forming one of the grandest ice 
bridges that bas ever been sewn here. The 
scenery about the falls at present is excecding- 
ly fine. The spray from the cataracts, freezing 
as it descends, has loaded the trees and shrubs 
with fringe ice. The new iron railing along the 
edge of the precipice is hung with lace ice, and 


outbuildings are so covered with ice and snow 

they resembie Icelanders’ huts. The trees 
in Prospect Park and Goat Island have all as- 
sumed their winter dress. The ice mounds at 
the tout of the Horseshoe and American Falls 
are frozen solid to a great bight. The bank 
edges of both falls are frozen over for some dis- 
tance with beautiful stalactites of enormous 
weight, changing the whole appearance of the 
talis to a wintry fairyland. The sicighing is 
unusually good and the season promises in 
every way to be a lively one.

The Southwestern Passenger Agree- 
ment—Breakers Ahead—Inability of 
the Passenger Agents to Agree Upon a 
Suitable Person for Secretary. 

The General Passenger Agents of the South- 
western z0ads held an informal meeting yester- 
day to see whether they could not agree upon a 
man for the position of Secretary of the new 
Southwestern Passenger Association. So far no 
one bas been agreed upon, and another meet- 
ing will be held today to make another effort to 
secure the right kind of a man for this important 
position. All the names thus far suggested have 
been rejected, as none of them was able to se- 
cure the unanimous vote necessary to elect. Au 
effort will be made today to secure the election 
of Mr. George W. Hibbard, Assistant General 
Passenger Agent of the Canadian Paci, 
for the position, He is said to be well qualified, 
but itis Dy no means certain that he can be 
electea, although he stands a better show than 
auy person suggested thus far. Southwestern 
passenger alfairs are in such bad shape at pres- 
ent that it is of the utmost importanve that the 
new ironclad agreement for the maintenance 
of rates between Chicago and St. Louis, Chicago 
aud Kansas City, and St. Louis and Kansas City 
be carried into effect at once, and this cannot be 
done as long as no Secretary bas been elected to 
carry out the provisions of the agreement. The 
man who secures the appointment will have no 
sinecure, as it will be a most dificult task td en- 
force the agreement. There are many now who 
predict that the agreement will pot last 
two montus, as several of the General 
Passenger Agents of the roads par- 
ties to the agreement are known to be 
hostile to many of its provisions, and will vio- 
late them if they get a chance. These Geperal 
Passenger Ageuts are anxious to bring about 
the formation of a pool on the Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Kansas City passenger business, and 
to bring about the formation of such a pool will 
do all they can to break up the new agreement. 
It is argued by these parties that nothing buta 
division of business can prevent the cutting of 
rates. The principal difliiculty inthe way of a 
successful carrying out of the new agrgement is 
the failure to regulate the commissiog’ system. 
Under the pew agreement the roads are simply 
required to waintain the regular tarif rates, 
but they are allowed to pay commissions for the 
sale of tickets to agents and scalpers. Uonse- 
quently a road can secure an undue share of 
the business by paying higher commissions than 
its competitors, woich is as much of a cut iu 
rates as if the regular tariff rates were cut, the 
only difference being that in the latter case the 
public gets the benefit ot the cut, while in the 
former the money goes to the agents and scalp- 
ers. Even if the roads should agree upon a 
uniform amount of commision to be paid for the 
Sale of tickets, that would not afford much re- 
lief, as the ticket agents and scalpers would 
throw their influence in favor of those rouds 
which are known to be and always bave been 
opposed to the abolitian of the commission 
system. Fears are generally expressed 
that before an agreement for the maintenance 
of rates can be successfully carried out another 
war will have to be waged. 


Introduction of a Bill in the Ohio Leg- 
islature te Megulate Sileepiug-Car 
Fares, and Another to Protect the 
Property of Passengers. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Repre- 
sentative Brunner, of Wyandot County, has in- 
troduced and had referred to the House stand- 
ma Committee on Railroads and Telegraphs a 
bill to regulate the charges for sleeping and 
palace cars or coaches within the state of Unio. 


The bill provides: 

It shali be unlawful for any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations, to ask, demaud, or 
charge for (he transportation of any passenger 
on any railroad Within this State, in any 
sleeping or palace cag or coach, more than the 
following rates: For one berth in a sleep 
car, the sum of $1; for one section in same, $2; 
for a singie seat or chair in any palace car or 
coach, the sum of 50 cents; and that at au sta- 
tions in any city in this State having a populia- 
tion of 5.000 and upwards there shall be kept at 
the depots of such railroad company an office 
where tickets at all reasonable times can be pro- 
cured for any person or persons wishing to en- 
gage uny such section, seat, or berth. 

Second—That any person or persons, corpora- 
tion or corporations, who refuse to sell such 
tickets for and at the price hereid Titmed, or re- 
fuse to carry aay passenger or passcagers upon 
tender of such fare befeiabetore specified, shall 
forfcit and pay to au such person or persons a 
sum not less than $1 nor more than $00, which 
umount may be recovered against such person 
or persons, corporation or corporations, in an 
action of debt in any court of competent juris- 
diction, one-half of which shall go to the in- 
former aud the balance puid into the Treasury of 
the county where such action may de brought 
tor the benefit of the common-school fund. 

The same gentieman has also introduced a 
bill, which has also been referred to the House 
standing committee on Railroads and Tele- 
graphs, regulating the responsibility of corpora- 
tions running or operating sleeping or palace 
cars within the State of Onio for property in- 
trusted to their care or the care of their agents. 


The bili provides: 

Every person or persons, corporation or cor- 
porationus, e in running sieeping or 
palace cars upon any railroad or railroads with- 
in the State of Ohio, and engaged in the trans- 
portation of passengers therein, shall be and are 
hereby made liable for all loss or injury 
to any property that may be . intrusted 
to their care or the care of any of their agents 
by any person or persons who may be 
using or occupying any berth, chair, or section 
of a sleeping or palace car of said person or per- 
suns, corporation or corporations, and it is here- 
by made the duty of any person or persons, cor- 
poration or corporations, running sleep or 
palace vars on any of the railroadsin the State 
of Ohio to provide a suitable and safe place for 
and take charge of, on applicagpn, the persona! 
property of any person ho may be a 
passenger using or occupying any portion of 
said sleepmg or palace car, and said 
person or persons, cor tion or corporations, 
shall become responsible to any person who may 
so intrust, as bereinbefore provided, property 
to their care or custody for its safekeeping and 
return. 

The same bill also provides that in any action 
or suit at law that may be instituted under the 
preceding sections of this act, whenever the do- 
fendant is a non-resident of the State, and hav- 
ing no officer therein upon whom service of 
summons can be made, it shall be lawful to 
serve a copy of the petition and summons upon 
any sleeping or palace car conductor who may 
be in the employ of any such person or persons, 
corportion or corporations. 

Mr. John Newell and Vanderbilt— 
Nickel-Piate Gossip. 

New Tonk. Jan. 16.—{Special.]—Henry Stager,

Destruction, at Albany, of Tweddle 
Hall, a Celebrated Structure. 

ALBany, N. V., Jan. 6.—[Speeial.}—Tweddle 
Hall. an imposing five-story browa structure, 88 
dy 116 feet, standing on the corner of State and 
North Pear! streets, in the centre of the business 
portion of the city, was destroyed by Gre this 
morning. The boy who opened MeCammon's 
music-store on the first floor at haif-past 7 
o'clock diecovered flames in the rear of the 
room, and after a vain effort to extinguish them 
rusbed into the street and gave the alarm. Be- 
fore the department could arrive the 
fire had darted up the stairs and 
through the numerous passageways, the 
corridors forming flues to which the 
dratt nad free access, aud up and down which 
the fire was soon roaring like a furnace. The 
third, tourth, and fifth stories were occupied by 
a hall, 100 by 75 feet, with stage and seenery. 
The tlames quickly reached this portion. which 
burned like tinder, and within teu minutes after 
the tirst warning the entire structure was 
doomed to destruction. The fire depar nt 
rendered wost efivieut work, and prevented the 
spread of the fire to the valuable property ad- 
joining. The conflagration spent its force by 10 
o'clock, but streams were poured on the 
ruins un late in the afternoon. 
Tonigbt the massive wails tower up in the moon- 
light, the only remains of the famous ball. The 
origin of the fire isa matter of dispute. Chief 
MeQuaid is inclined to believe that it was the 
wort of an incendwwary, but the general theory is 
that it caught from bot ashes from McCammon’s 
store, and was smoldering all night. The first 
tloor of the building was Gevored to stores and 
the second to ollices. The stock ahd 
property of the occupants of these was 
almost totally destroyed by fre and water. The 
Albany County Bank occupied the corner, and 
the Cushier arrived in time to open the vaults 
and remove the books, cash-boxes of securities 
and available papers before a suffocating cioud 
of smoke swept (pe room. only ioss the 
bank sustained was $3,000 00 fixtures. The lose 
of the vecupants as nearly as can be ascertained 
was about $60,000; insured for about 845.

The uail-machines and patterns are almost ir 
not eotireiy destroyed, and nothing of value will 
be saved but two engines. An officer of the com- 
pany who was on the spot declared his inability 
at present to state defigitly the loss. It is prob- 
able, however. that it will foot up to fully 6176. 
000. A number of men whe claim to be in a po- 
son to know stated and there were fully .- 
000 kegs of nails stored in the warehouse, and 
their destruction represents a loss ot at least 
SU. 000. as the fire was so Herte as to practically 
destroy the metal for futher use. At the time 
of the fire the vlilicers of the company stated 
the cost of the factory and nail machines, to 
say nothing of the patterus and cost of the ware- 
house and bluing-bouse, to have been fully if 
not over $200,000, The insurance on the burned 
buildings, manchinery, and stock, amounts to 
less than $92,000. 

In view ot these figures, $175,000 does not 
seem too large an estimate of the loss. The 
company will rebulla at once, The men em- 
ployed in the millsindiguantly and emphatieally 
deny that the tire was the work of an incendiary.

of the leading brewers in the city are brewing 
a similar beer, which is being sold as Kaiser.“ 
the granting of the injunction is of more im- 
portance than would appear at a glance. 

Mr. Furthman was seen upon the subject yes- 
terday. He says be has been bottiing * Kaiser” 
or some time, getting his beer from the agent 
of the manufacturersin Germany, but some 
time ago the agent refused to sell bim direct. for 
the reason, as be says, that he was seiling it at 
50 cents per case lower than be (the agent) was, 
who was also bottiing it. He bas managed, how- 
ever, to get the’ beer through another persoi, 
and has printed anc used labeis of his own, 80 
his business has not beeu interfered with um 
the injunction proceedings were commenced. 
The charge against bim, it will be seen, is that 
he has been using another beer und calling it 
* Kaiser,’ but he denies the charge strenuously, 
and produces receipts to show that the 
has purchased the imported Kaiser right 
along, and the affidavits of his customers that 
he bas furnished them the genuine article. 

The trouble, therefore, would seem to resolve 
itself into a matter of proof, unless it is hold 
that the beer is protected in some way preciud- 
ing its sale by the bottic or small package. If 
the latter be the case, it would amount to giving 
the local agent a monopoly and to stopping the 
sale of the article. In other words, it would 
say to Mr. Furthman and all others engaged in 
the bottiing business that if they bottle 
„Kaiser beer they cannot label and sell it as 
such, but must give it another name or suffer 
the penaity.; 

A motion to dissolve the injunction will be 
made the first Monday in February, when all of 
the facts will come out, and the decision will be 
looked for with considerable interest by the 
brewers of the Northwest. If it is held, for in- 
stance, that Mr. Furthmau cannot buy Kaiser’ 
and bottle and sell it under that name, the do- 
cision will apply with equal force to all others 
engaged im the business. Then, again, if the 
word Kaiser’ cannot be used on bottles, it cer- 
tainly cannot be on barrels or kegs: so it will be 
seen that the question involved is no ordinary 
one to the brewing interest, esptcinily since 
most ot the brewers of the city are daily detiv- 
ering Kaiser“ to their customers instead of 
the vid-time lager- beer.

The Searchers Yesterday Rewarded by 
the Discovery of Four More | 
Bodies. 


General Belief that the Worst Features 
of the Disaster Are Now 
Known. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 16.—George Scheliler, 
proprietor of the Newhali House bar, was ar- 
rested at I o’ciock this afternoon on a warrant 
sworn out by Officer Hannifin charging him with 
setting the fire which destroyed the Newhall 
House Wednesday morning. The arrest was 
made by Lieut. Jensen and Officer Rannifin, in 
Roth's “quiet house,” corner of Mason street 
and Broadway. Scheller did not seem very 
much surprised, and made no statement. He 
looked pretty badly broken up. He has been 
drinking heavily since the fire and his face 
shows the effects of the spree. The prisoner 
was locked up on the charge of “arson,” 
and was immediately transferred to the 
county jail, where he was locked up 
in an upper cell, He did not speak to the Jailer. 
The officers are very reticent about the detaiis 
of the arrest. Itis reported that Scheller was 
arrested principally on the statement of Line- 
ban and another employé, who claim that they 
saw Schelier in the woodroom, where Lineban 
says the fire originated, and that ne was there 
after 3 o'clock a. m. Application was made at the 
Sheriff 's office for an opportunity to talk with 
the prisoner, which was refused. 5 

District-Attorney Clark also refused to let 
any cs? see Scheller, his excuse being that hei s 
afraid an attempt will be made to lynch him. 

THE CHARGES. 

The warrant swora out by Detective Hannifin 
reads: 

John Hannifin, being duly sworn, complains 
to the Municipal Court of Milwaukee County 
that George Scheller (alias), on the 10th day of 
January, A. D., 1883, at the said City of Milwau- 
kee, in said county, at about the hour of 3 
o’ctock of the nighttime of that day, then and 
there, with force and arms, a certain dweiling- 
house there situated known as the Newhall 
House, of which he, the above-named George 
Scheller (alias), was there and then the tenant, 
thea and there feloniousiy, willfully, and ma- 
liciously did set fire to the said house, 
then and by the kindling of such 
fire did feloniously, willfully, and maliciously 
burn and © me, coutrary to the staute in 
such case made and provided, and against the 
peace and dignity of the State of Wisconsin, as 
said deponent verily beiieves, and prays that the 
said George Scheller (alias) may be arrested and 
dealt with according to the law. 

ENGINEER LINEMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Linehan, engineer of the Newhall House, 16 
out of bis room today. He states that the va- 
rious tales about the fire originating in the sec- 
ond or third stories is all bosh, let people say 
what they will. Linehan, when the an- 
nouncement of the fire was made, 
went into the wooo-room in the base- 
ment, and there found a pile of 
wood burning in a corner. The brick walis wese 
blackened, which was caused by fire burning 
against icsome time, as may be seen at present, 
and that there was no other fire above or be- 
low nor in any other part of the rooul. The 
smoke was ascending through the floors above 
and spreading throughout the building. 

In further proof that the fire originated in 
that very spot where it was found buroing 
brightly by the engineer, there can be found no 
other blackened wall from the same or other 
cause in any part of the basement or elsewhere. 

Linehan accuses no one of lighting the torch, 
no matter what be may think coneerning it, but 
he does not hesitate to say that that tire never 
came there by accident,” as there was no fire 
unywhere near, and there was no possibility of 
it Griginating by combustion, and consequently 
the conclusion is inevitable that some one in 
the still watehes of the night struck the fata!

The news 
startied him, and be said that such surely could 
not be the case.

There was talk that Scheller had set his bouse 
on fire at North Point, which burned two years 
ago. It was afterwards clearly proven that be was 
not at home at the time ot the tire. Scheller has 
always borne a good reputation, but his unfor- 
tunate connection with the disreputable Mas- 
cotte saloon on Market street caused many peo- 
ple to lose respect for him. He ran a saloon 
place of low repute, contrary to the wishes of 
all his friends, as well as everybody in the vicin- 
ity of where it is located. Scheller is about 3 
years old, and has a small family. 

TALK OF LYNCHING. 


Tonight messengers are reported at the Sher- 
Is Once. Excited knots are on the streets, 
with talk of iyuching. It is feared there will be 
trouble when it becomes generally known that 
Scheller is in custody on tae awful charge, and 
the police and Spveriff* are prepared to defend 
him to the last. Ax extra guard will be kept at 
the jail all night. 

Scheller bas been in financial straits of late. 
An attempt made last Friday to raise $500 on a 
chattel mortgage from Coaries Sholes, the 
gumbler, failed. The liquor-dealer who fur- 
nished the barroom holds a note of $200 against 
Scheiler, which he offers for 10 cents. 

The afternoon before the tire, when Scheller 
was intoxicated, Landlord Antisdel gave him a 
talking to, warning Bhim to mend his ways. 
Scheller was afterwards talked to by Tice, chief 
clerk of the hotel, and lett in high dudgeon, 
proceeding on a regular carouse. He claims 
having left tne barroom in the hotel at 1:30 a. 
m. the morning of the fire, but conclusive evi- 
dence bas beea secured to show that he was out 
until 3:30 a. m.—balfan hour before the fire— 
with Will Sanderson, of Edward Sanderson & 
Co., Tom Dunbar, of the Milwaukee Driving 
Park, and Joe Henderer,a saloonist under the 
gumbiing den of Shoies und Newbauer. 

The feeling is intense, but a great many peo- 
ple who kuew Scheller well declare he is not 
capable of the deed. 

THREE MORE BODIES RECOVERED. 


Nearly a week has elapsed since the Newhall 
House went down in ruins amid the agonizing 
strieks of the victims, and still the full extent 
of the disaster remains unknown. The wiidest 
reports that spread over the city, and from 
thence tothe utmest limits of the civilized 
world on the day of the disaster, are fully real- 
ized, and stili tue pick and shovel of the jabor- 
ers continue to add to its horrors. Yesterday 
closed with twenty-eight bodies recovered, and 
at noon today the number was increased to 
thirty-one. The blackened and uprecogaizabie 
forms of three girls side by side in the laun- 
dry-room were taken out just as neut ea- 
shrouded the ruins with its shadows like 
a pali of gloom. Eight bodies in ali have been 
recovered ulong the west foundation wall of the 
building. and the remains of the servant giris 
who were uadoutiegly struggling to reach the 
pussage-way into the bank building whea they 
were cut off by the smoke and flames. The 
north wall baving been torn down the workmen 
began excavating the two sections that were 
left untoucbed on account of the danger that 
menaced them from the tottering pile of brick 
and wortar, and were rewarded in their work 
with the discovery of the body of a large 
man at the foot of the oid entrance for ladies. 
which was closed when the elevator was 
placed in the house. was 
doubled over the foundation wall, the 
greater portion ot it lying out upon the 
sidewalk, tace down. The unfortunate victim 
bad without doubt made bis way to the bead of 
the stuirway and found it to be on fire, and, ail 
retreat being cut off, made a tremendous leap 
through the sea of flame for the pavement and 
struck over the walls Tus matting at the street 
entrance was baked and matted into the flesh of 
the audomen, but there was nothing on the body 
to lead to identification. The remains were 
those of a very large maa.

FINANCIAL. 

The local money market was fairly active yes- 
terday. The country orders for currency were 
reported to be heavier, especially from the corn 
and live-stock sections. The local demand for 
money at the banks continues good at 7@8 per 
cent interest, On the street money was quoted 
easy. One lot of $50,000 was offered to several 
parties at 7 per cent, and not wanted at that 
figure. The report that time loans are offered 
in New York at 5 per cent tends to an easy tone 
here. 

The local bank clearings aggregated $7,400,000 
yesterday, being $1,200,000 less than the total for 
Monday. 

Eastern exchange was weak and lower. Sales 
were reported at i0e premium per $1,000 early, 
and later at 0 and par. The offerings were 
larger, with a cessation of the pressure to pay 
indebtedness on the seaboard. 

Foreign exchange was quoted higher and firm. 
Rates on sterling were quoted at 482% for 60 days 
and at 486% on demand: actual rutes at 482 
Gin. English documentary at 480@454. Con- 
tinental exchange wes quoted as follows: 
Bankers’ franes, 621% and 517%; documentary 
bilis, 525%; and 521%; bankers’ marke, 944 @95\ ;s 
documentary marks, 8 and at 0426 V5. 

The New York stock market was stronger yes- 
terday along the whole line, but without much 
activity except in Jersey Ventral, which jumped 
under a vigorous filling of shorts supposed to be 
in the Keene interest. 

The Wall street gossip for several days past 
has teemed with notes to the effect that opera- 
tors were nearly all bulls, and predicting san ad- 
vanee. Has the boom come at last ? or is it only 
a shower out of an otherwise clear sky? The 
improving prospects for railroag business ap- 
pear to have called out a little better foreign de- 
mand for stocks in New York. 

It is said that a bull pool in Kansas & Texas 
bas accumulated some 10,000 shares ot the stock.

Next in importance to the attitude of the 
democratic schools has been that of the Conserv- 
atives. Sefior Romero Kobiedo took the Cabinet 
by surprise on the last but one day of these de- 
bates with a motion asking the House to 
declare that it congratulated their Majes- 
ties on the happy birth of a Princess 
and upon the very important adhesion of 80 
many and such inftivential elements of democ- 
racy and of radicalism as bad lately entered the 
Koyalist ranks. The Cabinet and majority rather 
sulkily, and after a protest against this unusual

Sagasta. There is a rancor and bitterness in the 
speeches of the Conservative orators which 
faith{uily reveal the profound disgust and dis- 
pieasure they feel, use they kuow that 
Sagasta enjoys the ear and confidence of his 
sovereign and has acquired such intiuence over 
his there fs no very immediate prob- 
ability of his diamissal, and indeed much less 
probability of Den Alfonso calling the Con- 
servatives to office. 


Gambetta’s Oratory. 

A Paris correspondent writes to the St. James 

Gazette: The chief secret of Gambetta's power 
as an orator was that he allowed his emotions to 
carry him along with them, as seemingly belp- 
less as a leaf in the tempest. He employed none 
of those tricks of oratory, none of those studied 
gestures which are the stage carpentry of the 
tribune, the sheet anchor of mediocrity. Gam- 
betta’s characteristic eloquence was the lau- 
guage of passion; it was not until his whole be- 
tug was shaken and convulsed by the storm 
within him that the jeers of enemies were 8 
lenced and men who detested his principles grew 
pale with excitement and surrendered them- 
selves for the time being to the magie of bis in- 
fuence. 1 was in the Chamber of Deputies 
when Gambetta delivered one of his last great 
speeches. He walked up the steps of the trib- 
une listiesly; his face was unusually flushed; 
he seemed oppressed by the summer heat 
and doubtful of himself. He commenced 
speaking slowly, almost hbesitatingly, and in 
such a low voice that every head was bent for- 
ward in order to catch his words. There was no 
might ewes of the ax against the tree he 
wished to fell, but a dilatory chipping of the 
bark that was positively irritating to those wno 
expected to see the giant rush at once to his 
task. Presently some murmurs arose in the 
House, some scoffing from the reactionary side.

The reason 
for this change is found in the fact that the 
paragraph of the law of the ist of July, 1869, 
rmits of an “occasional” prohibition of ar- 
les of food in view of the danger of infec- 
tious disease; Dut the word “permanent” 
would need the sanction of the Keichstag bo- 
fore it could be applied to the regulation. The 
German Government is now anxious to find a 
way out of the difficulty in which it finds itself. 
It has made a blunder in threatening the pro- 
bibition at all, and is 1 waiting to see if 
United States will not make some kind of a 
promise that the export of pork'shall be thor- 
oughly examined betore shipment. If this be 
dove the Bundesrath is ready to withdraw its 
projected measure. Perhaps the easiest way to 
get the German Government out of the dffiicul- 
in whieh it finds itself would be for the 
nited States to make such a deciaration, or to 
republish the measures that are taken tor pre- 
venting the exvortation of diseased meat from

A COMMON-SENSE SUNDAY. 


Men Not to Be Made Good by Law~—Ser- 
mon by the Rev, George W. Galla<« 
aher.

At the Fourth Unitarian Church, One Hundred 
and Tweoty-eighth street, the Rev, George W. 
Gallagher took for his subjedt, “A Common- 
Sense Sunday.” His text was taken from 
Matthew, XII., 12: * Wherefore is itlawful to do 
well on the Sabbath days.“ He opened bis dis- 
course by stating that the recent attempt to en- 
force the oid Sunday laws, so long obsolete, sug- 
gests the need of a more common-sense Sun- 
day than these laws give us. Before entering 
upon the subject he was advocating the minister 
sketched briefly the history of Sunday obsery- 
ance. The early Christians, said he, took the 
name Sunday, the ret day of the week, from 
the Homan calendar, which contain 
solis, or day of the sun. At first the Christians 
callen it the Lord's Day,“ to commemorate the 
resurrection of Christ, but as Gentile influence 
became more dominant it S8 assumed 
the name of Sunday, and the Christians gave 
it, as they did many of the pagan sacred days 
and feasts,a new interpretation, and made it 
signity the Sun of Righteousgess,” ariem ia 
the person of Jesus, taking Malachi, iv., 2, as 
Scriptural basis for their authority. day, 
however, was never arded by the early 
Christians as a divine in the same sense 
that the Jewish Sabbath was. It was spoken ot 
by the early writers as a day of jo cheer- 
fulness, t was even conside as a feast 
day,and the Christians were forbidden to fast 
on that day. From the aposties time it bas 
been the custom of the Christians to worsh!p on 
Sunday. The first official recognition of the day 
was in the year 321 A. D. in the famous edict of 
Constantine, in which he recommended that 
the venerable Sunday,” the ancient dies solis 
of the Romans, should be kept as a sacred day. 
A statute was in 1678 which may be re- 
garded as the foundation of all the nt 
laws op the subject in . ee 
the United States. This statute enacted 
entire suspension of all kinds of 
business done on the ordinary days of the week 
except works of vecessity 4 charity. Prior to 
this law the Christians beld a less rigorous view 
of Suncay. The Puritanic conception of Sunday 
remains with us still, but a more common-sense 
view ig leading us to return to the historical 
Sunday, and to regard it asa day of rest, wor- 
ship, and enjoyment. All attempts to make hu- 
manity religious by the hour or the day through 
legal enactments will only result in hypocrisy, 
disgust, organized opposition, and the ultimate 
— — of the pure moral réstraiut of genuine 
religious principies. Nature asks no privil 
from Legisiatures, and religion is as naturel an 
air and water; its life depends on the uative 
love of man's heart for the and beautiful.

Sunday should be the most 
joyous day of the week; the churches should be 
kept open for those who engage in religious 
services; those cooped up ai! week 60 be 
allowed to breathe the fresh air by the seaside 
or in the pablic parks.

Mr. Tiffany, of Tecumseh, Mich., made a few 
technical remarks ou the movement of air cur- 
rents throug® the drainage pipes at various sea- 
sons of the year. 

Mr. Billingsley ght that each day added to 
the interest of the drainage question t 4 amt 
out the Uni States. He used to believe t 
in California lt was irrigation that was peeded, 
but de now understands that the California 
farmers bave at last been obliged to drain the 
lowlands. In Virginia and Louisiana there are on 
foot some elaborate schemes tor draining 
tracts of territory. Scarcely a farm in this 
State has been thoroughly drained. (We are only 
getting ready tor the future, and the time is 
coming when every foot of ground, even to 
the hill-tops, will drained. To drain this 
Stute thoroughly would require the product of 
1,000 factories, each of a capacity of 350,000 an- 
nually, for twenty-five years.. He. had khown 
almost worthless land to produce bounteocus 
crops after having deen under-tiled, and ad- 
vance in price from $5 to $75 per acre. 

©. G. Elliott, of Tonica, explained bow the al- 
kaline crusts found on the irrigated lands in the 
West were formed. They were the result of up- 
ward evaporation. 

Morrow su ed the raising of beavy 
crops as a means of reducing the loss of alkaiine 
manures by reason of under-drainvage. 

IMPROVING COUNTRY ROADS. 

Phocion Howard made a few arks on the 
subject of improved roads throu t the State, 
ano asked for the active coOperation of the tile- 
makers. The farmers, who were fairly repre- 
sented in the Legisiature, have never taken any 
steps to secure State rouds. Last fall an 
association was formed, mostly of business-men, 
to thunder at the doors of the Legislature to 
secure the necessary legislation compelling the 
building of permanent roads throughout the 
country. He hoped the association would ap- 
pojnt a codperating committee. 

CLAYS AND THEIR MANAGEMENT. 


E. S. Tiffany, of Tecumseh, Mich... syoke on 
the question of clays and thelr management in 
cupnnection with the manufacture of tiles. It was 
largely technical, and of importance only to the 
tile manufacturers, 

A delegate wanted to know bow to prevent 
the first row of tiles over the steam pipes from 
cracking.

WHAT I8 THOROUGH DRAINAGE ? 

What Is Thorough Drainage on Flat Prairie 
Land?’ was the next question. and Mr. Glott- 
feidt, ot Manier, answered by stating that four- 
inch tile twenty feet apart and four feet deep 
was about the correct thing. 

Prof. Morrow thought there was too much tile 
in twenty feet apart. He regarded thorough 
drainage secured in lands worth not over $50 un 
acre pecs 100 feet apart. This he thought 
would be the fair average for Illinois if laid 
from three to four feet deep. 

Mr. Nunes said that he knew of some thorough 
draining at seventy-tive feet, four feet deep, ana 
the results were highly satisfactory. 

A delegate bad drained some bard clay soils 
with main and side drains three feet deep, but 
still land was not dried as it ougut. He 
drained some black loam at eight rods’ distance, 
and on twenty-seven acres raised over 2.000 
Dusweis of corn. 

Prot. Morrow believed in the good effects of 
tile in clay soils at four feet deep, but the drying 
out was slow. He wanted to know if it is possi- 
bie to drain “ hardpan.” 

Mr, Tiffany said mat crawfish would bore 
through hardpan to find water. What the craw- 
fish can do a man gan do. For this reason he 
believed in tile-draining for pan. 

Mr. Funk detaiied his experience with several 
patches of white clay on his farms near Bloom- 
ington. He Found the water was removed siow- 
ly. ‘Che mistake he made was in first putting 

wh too small tile. This he had since taken 
up, and found it very clean and free 
from sediment. This small tile he has 
re placed with n He instanced a case where 
a neighbor foun — * — tile in the white clay 
pockets a sort of jeily which filied up the arain. 

A delegate said that wiitow roots would form 
a buibous jelly in the pipes. 

A delegate said that in crossing tile under a 
hedge he laid it in cement, 

Another used sewér-pipe as a cover for a few 
lengths. 

Another gentieman took up some tile filled 
witb roots and relaid them, covering them with 
common tarred paper. 

Mr. Billingsiey suid that water leavine roots 
would push, out for water and work through 
any joint ubiess it were laid in cement. He be- 
lieved in killing the trees and hedges.

Mr. Billmesiey said that giazed tiles laid in 
cement would necessitate the use of sectional 
tiles with numerous joints.

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SCIENTIFIC THIEVES. 


Mutilation of Books at the Public Li- 
brary—Chemists and Teachers Figure 
Among the Evii- Doers. 

Yesterday afternoon a Turner reporter had 

a chat vith Librarian Poole on various matters 

coonected with his charge, but more partic- 

ularly about the complaints recently made by 
him of mutilation of books belonging to the 
library. “ Les.“ saia Mr. Poole, in reply to an 
inguiry, we are sorely troubled with mutila- 


tions of books, thou po more and perhaps not 
as much as in some other cities. But we are 
annoyed by a class of people from whom better 


th would naturally be expected. The 
mutilations of which we dave to complain are 


made by educated people—people of ce who 
know better than to do such ums, but whoare 
UPTTERLY DEVOID OF CONSCIENCE. 

As an illustration of what one of them has done 
I will show you a copy of Zducation, a Boston 
a Mr. Poole thereupon produced 

pawphiet, which with others of its kind is 
leit in the reading-room. Nearly all of one 
page and one-fourth of another Had u cut 
out and entirely removed from the periodical, 
thus so seriousiy mutilating it that it could not 
be bound. Another copy of the publicauond had 
been purchased at the expense of considerable 

ble, and it was found that the article elimi- 
nated was one on the subject, “Our School 
System Incomplete.” 

“Of course,” said Mr. Poole, “we bave no 
means of ascertaining exactly who mutilated 
the periodical, but tt was undoubtedly some 
person of education. No illiterate person would 
have had any need of such au article. It has 
been suggested that some newspaper man cut 
it out for the purpose of republishing it. But [ 
have an idea that some school-teacher or some 
other person bas taken it for the purpose of 
working Over into a lecture or essay. At least 
{ have not seen the articie reproduced in any 
newspaper. Whoever did it bas not only sinned 
himself. but be has done an almost irreparable 
injury to scholarly people, for by bis act he has 
put all of them under suspicicn, and conse- 
quently under strict surveillance.” 

“You say the practice of matilation is not 
more common here than in other cities?’ 

“No, I think itis even less common here than 
in Eastern cities, The Astor Library bas zuttered 
severely in this manner. In fact, it seems as 
though it was a penalty ali libraries are forced 
toundergo. As i have said, the greatest draw- 
back caused by this vandal work is that it forces 
us to treat all classes as thieves, and permit 
none free access to the library except when at- 
tended,”” 

“Do these people pay their respects to any 
other ciass of literature—poetry or science?” 

“Uccasioually a poem is mutilated by some 
one too lazy to copy au extract he desires to 
gave; bub it does not often occur. Here is 
a case in

that is almost amazing, forit must have been 
done by some one deeply interested in chemis- 
try. Mr. Poole then showed the reporter a vol- 
ume of Francis Sutton’s “Systematic Hand- 
book on Volumetric Analysis,“ from which tive 
pages tad been torn out., and then the remaia- 
ing leaves so pasted at the binding as to make it 
uppear intact. On the margin of the 190th page 
was found the following in Mr. Podle’s hand- 
writing; Pages 185 to 190 were torn out by a 
miserable thief, who disgraces the scientific pro- 
fession and compels librarians to treat men of 
science as if they were thieves.” 

ou will observe,” continued the Librarian, 
that this book is one which ouly an advanced 
chemist could sibly be interested in. I am 
sorry to say this act is another iliustration that, 
while educatiog may be a civilizer, it sometimes 
does not reach the morals of a man. I don't 
kuow what was torn out of the book, but I win 
learn in a few days when I receive the copy 
which I was obliged to send to London for. Some 
persons think it strange that they are not per- 
mitted the freedom of the Jibrary. can 
easy enough find their answer here. e don’t 
know them, and therefore cannot trust them on 
account of the outrages of whi 1 have 
spoken.“ 

Is there much stealing of entire volumes or 
periodicals from the library? 

Now and then a periodical is stolen from the 
reading-room, but we generally catch the 
thieves, although we are often obliged toemploy 
detectives to apprehend them. At this time a 
certain periodical disappears regularly each 
week as it comes to hand. We do not now know 
the thief, but we are certain to catch him seoner 
or later. He is probably some poor mechanic 
who wants the paper very bad, and who is not 
able to buy it. But that is no reason why the 
library should be pillaged. When he is caught 
he will be punished the same as the others we 
have detected. 

“Do you have any trouble with subscribers 
who bave a penchant for 

MARKING PASSAGES IN BOOKS?” 

„Not often. Now and then a book is returned 
quite badiy marked up. but as the marks are 
usually done with lead-penciis they are not dif- 
ficult to erase. Occasionally some vile fellow 
writes improper things on margins or distorts 
certain sentences, but when anything of that 
sort is Oovserved or — 2 ot the book con- 
taining the objectionable writing is thoroughly 
examined before it is sent out again. There is 
not so much of that sort of thing done here as 
in the East. In Boston the circulating libraries 
are greatly anuoyed by people who write either 
absurd or vile passages on margins of books. 
It is very bard to focate the blame in these 
cases. except where the writing is done in a book 
the first time it goes out.”

Record of Judgments and New Suits 
-A Chinese Murder Case. 


Another Scandal suit in Which a Prom- 
inent Man Ie Defendant. 

A sensational crim, con. case is on trial before 
Judge Rogers and a jury. brought by John D. 
Weber, a real-estate speculator, against Abner 
Taylor, the well-known real-estate dealer and 
former assignee of the State Savings Institu- 
tion, to recover $25,000 damages for the alleged 
seduction of his (Weber's) wife, Ella P. Weber. 
The deciaration sets out that Taylor on the ist 
day of October, 1878, and on divers other days, 
envying the domesti¢ happiness of plaintiff 
and conspiring to injure bim by the acts 
and intrigues of the seducer and 
by the use of money, succeeded 
in seducing and leading plaintitk's wife astray. 
Mr. Rufus King appeared for the plaintiff and 
Mr. Leonard Swett for the defendant. The only 
ladies present were those who expected to be 
witnesses inthe case, but prominent among 
them was Mrs. Weber, a lady of uncertain age, 
witha high compiexion and a very generous 
mouth, who fanned herself nervously with a 


newspaper during the whole trial. 
The first witness was

himself, an elderly man, of florid complexion, 
hook nose, and a narrow line of gray whiskers 
under his chin, who 
mony with great readiness. 
had lived in Chicago forty-seven y 
and had been married twice, the last time to Ella 
P. Ridgeiey on the 4th of June, 1668. He then 
bad three children by his former wife. He mar- 
ried the second time largely out of sympathy for 
the lady, who represented herself to be very 
poor. For four years they lived very happily 
together; be furnished ner witb a carriage and 
all the comforts and luxuries she could ask. He 
was worth $100,000, and spentit lavishiy on her. 
About 1873, however, his suspicions began 
to be aroused t bis wife was 
deceiving him. HHe recoliected when she 
was married she had received a handsome 
marble-top table from — Ae oy and in 1873 he 
gave ber a diamond pia worth $1,200. From That 
time on he seems to have constituted himeelf a 
rivate detective to shadow bis wife. He fal- 
owed her to Taylor's office, No. 78 and 80 Dear- 
born street, watched on the Opposit side of the 
street, and then went in after, and found that 
sbe went to Taylor's office. Room 3. After she 
went in the door was lo¢ked, as he had discovered 
by trying the knob. Taylor nad two rooms, one 
of which wasa m. Witoess was living 
with his wife at the time on Washington street. 
Taylor afterward moved bis office on Washing- 
ton street. In the latter part of 1879 Weber, 
having spent ali his money, was compelled to 
break up bousekeeping, and his wife went to 
board on Michigan avenue. She was absent 
oftentimes when he went there, and he was told 
she bad gone to a friend's to spend 
Piaintiff and dis wife lived 
during the first four 
son Michigao avenue, 
May following they separated. Taylor was a 
bachelor and said to be worth $300,080. Witness 
again saw his wife go to Taylor's room in Feb- 
ruary, 1880, and remain there for several hours. 
The only property that his wife owned was a 
house on Walnut street heavily mortgaged. 

On cross-examination Weber denied he left 
hie wife because she had $8,000 which she would 
not give up to him. An attempt was made to 
show that Mrs. Weber bad filed a bill for divorce 
against ber husraad in 1880 on the ground of 
desertion, but the Judge ruled it out.

O. W. STAFFORD, 
a real-estate dealer at No. 155 Washingtoa 
street. He said Taylor bad an office in the same 
building in 1879, and witness had seen Mrs. 
Weber go up to Taylor's room on different oc- 
casions, and one Sun he had seen them com- 
ing down-Stairs together. Weber used to come 
to witness’ room and watch, and witoess told 
Taylor he bad better take care, as Weber was 


suspicious. 

K. A. Coerty tena pt No, 202 West Kandoiph 
street, occupied room with Stafford, and 
corroborated bis statements. 

CHARLOTTE TALAKSON, 0 
a jauitress at Nos 78 and 8) Dearborn street, io 
1878, testified she bad seen Mrs. Weber go to 
Taylor's room i the buliding a great many 
times, and saw him iet ber out in the morning. 
Mrs. Weber wad accustomed to come there 
about 9 o’ciock in the evening. Witvess did 
not know Mrs. Weber by name then, but learned 
it subsequeutiy. When a detective came to her, 
showed ber a photograph, and told her it 
was the picture of rs. Weber, witness 
recognized it as the photograph of the lady who 
had been visiting Taylor. The detective asked 
ber f she knew the lady, and she replied that 
two years before she had seen her in Taylor's 
room. Mra) Weber worea veil every time 
she came. The wituess then poiated out Mrs. 
Weber in the court-room, and identified her 
133 as the lady who had visited Taylor in 
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Peter Taiakson, husband of the preceding 
witness, corroborated ber statements.

The Chinese Murder Case, 

What is known as the Chinese murder ease 
was commenced yesterday morning in the Crim- 
inal Court on the North Side before Judge Will- 
iamson. The interest attaching to the case 
among the Chinese ia this city was evideneed by 
the large attendance of Celestiais in the court- 
room, there being not far from 100 of them 


present. 

The circumstances of the murder, as developed 
at the time of the inquest, are as follows: Sun- 
day night, Aug. N. about 200 Chinamen met in a 
basement at 213 West Madison street, and sev- 
eral of them were playing the national 
game of “bung loe.” Two of these iat- 
ter—-Ling An we and Sing Quom—got 
into a dispute over the game. Dwe drew a 
knife, with the intention of stabbing Sing 
Quom, and the knife was taken away from bim. 
About half an hour later he asked t it be re- 
turned, stating that be would go home. The 
knife was given back to him, and he immedi- 
ately rushed up to Quom and plunged it in bis 
back. The murderer then ran out. His victim 
died about twelve bours later. It was devei- 
oped at the inquest that there was an old grudge 
between the two men—the murderer having 
about four years . tried to kill the 
same mau by stabbing him. The murderer im- 
mediately fled the city, and was arrested about 
a month ago in Texas and brought back here for 
trial. Another Chinaman named Ling Ab You, 
who gave Quom the knife, was arrested at the 
time. and is also on trial as an accessory to the 

Her. 

* Ab Dwe appeared in court with his bair 
cropped closely, while Ling At You had been al- 

lowed to retain his queue. The friends of the 
murderer and the murdered man have raised 
funds sufficient to engage counsel on both sides, 

and the cuses will probably occupy the attention 

ot the court all this week. Col. Munn and M. O. 

HKobiason are defending the prisovers, while As- 
sistant State’s-Attorney Thomson is assis by 
Gus Van Buren and C. H. Willett. 

The work of securing a jury occupied nearly 
ull day, the number of those excused for cause 
being larger than usual.

The taking of testimony will then commence, 
witb the aid of two interpreters, each side hav- 
ing a linguistic Chinaman.
